THREE-YEAR-OLD ENGINEER.

Oregonlans Nearly Frightened to Death
by Youngater's Act.

“T ean run an engine like papa’”
sald little 8-vear-old Fred BEvang, as
he was lifted down (rom the locomo-
tive of the 8t. Joling motor line the
other day at Albina. He had mounted
the engine at St, Johns, pulied open
the throttle and remalned on the seat
alone on & mad ride of seven miles,
says an exchange, The young engin-
eer 13 the son of W, B, Evans of 8t,
Johns, an engineer on the motor line.
He has often been on the engine, and
his father had explained how the lever
g pulled and the wheels started mov-
Ing. 'The engine lies over an hour at
3t. Johns, just by the water tank, and
during this time, while Mr. Evans was
at home at lunch, little Fred walked
down to the engine, mounted the seat
and opencd the throttle wide, The
machine was full of coal and water and
ready for the road. Severil people
saw the boy start, but no one was
close enough to cateh the engine. The
news was at once told to Mr. Evans,
and he reached the track just in time
to see the locomotive, with his hoy on
board, disappear around a curve, The
father was wild with grief and fear,
and the boy's mother was almost pros-
trated, The news spread like wildfire,
and the whole town turned out. Iix-
citement was intense, women gand
children eried and the men offered sug-
gestions. Master Mechanle Michael F,
Brady was at the end of the line, and
at once began to telephone to stations
along the line. Portsmouth and Pen-
insular were notifled, and men at
these polnts tried to board the engine
as It dashed by, but its gpeed was too
great. Mr. Brady also notified the
office at Albina.and a party of men ran
out line northward to meet the wild

engine, In coming up the long grade
toward Albina, the steam died down
a little, but the register still showed
eighty pounds. John Woaods, a motor-
man on the City and Suburban rall-
way, was the first man to meet the
engine. He caught the handrail and

swung up, but in so doing hie was drag-
ged sixty or seventy-five feet. He at
once turned off the steam, and the en-
ginne slowed down and stopped., It
was then young Fred made the remark
concerning his ability as an engine-
driver, The boy was not scared at all,
but seemead rather proud of his feat.
When the engine flrst dashed out of
St. Johns he was frightened, and as
e came through Portsmouth like a
shot out of a gun, he was yelling lust-

ily for "mamma." After going several
miles, however, he again became
brave, and held his position on the

seat with composure, with his hand on
the lever like a veteran. In the mean-
time the news of the rescue had been
sent hy telephone to the frightened
parents, and for the remainder of the
day there was great joy in St. Johns.
